An Instance Where + Plote dim’? 


Eprtor Tissus: Observing that sev- 
eral Of our local writers bave substi- 
tuted “Pinte Jim” in lien of “Lo, the 
poor Indlan,” I would like, briefly, to 
give your readers the details of one of 
the most cruel murders that “Piute 
Jim” was guilty of in early days. I 
refer to the killing of three men, und 
the escape of the fourth, mention of 
which was made by the Hon, J. E 
Parker in bis oration duly 4, 1876. 
‘The Church party, of which he spoke, 
Were a company of men that were sent 
cut by an organization of church 
members of the Methodist Church of 
San Francisco. There were seven 
inen jn the party, namely: Evans, 
Chase, Parker, Long, Erricson, Miller, 
and another whose name is forgotten. 
They arrived in the valley about the 
first of July, 1863, and about the first 
of August made their Camp where 
Owensville was. afterwards built. 
They professed much piety, saying 
grice at cach meal, and offering 

rs mght and morning. ‘They 
said that they placed full reli 
ance in the Supreme Being for protec. 
tion against the Indians, and believed 
they could maintain their friendship 
by feeding them. ‘They seemed to dis. 
regard «ail warnings given them by 
anil foolishiy’ ran iito dager. 
Tt will here he proper, no doubt, to 
mention an incident: that transpired i 
few days previous 1@ the murder of 
Ps wid Ervicon, and the 
warning given them, and which by 
ney heeding cost them their tives. 

About the first of August a party of 
hine pro: pectors passed tip the valley, 
through Round Valley, pust the seene 
of Colonel Mayfield’s death the year 
before, and on into. the eastern end.of 
Long Valley. . They were then in the 
heart of Joaquin Jim's stronghold, 
aud knew full well that he woul 
them all, if not more, than they were 
hunting for if they wave him a chance. 
They entered a small vuliey to the 
east of Long Valley, where they tou 
good feed for their hoses and 9 
cient water for camp purposes. To 
the north ghd south of their eemp w 
high bills covered by pine timber; to 
the west of canip tbe little vatley 
opened out; to the east and putting 
out from the valley wasa deep canyon. 
From‘ this point, leaving hulf their 
number incump to protect it, they 
prospecteg the hills and ravines. No 
Indians were to be seen, but they did 
not relax their vigilance, nor fee) 
grieved that no Indians called on them 
for rations. Two day's passed, and it 
is presumed Jouguin Jim was, during 
that time, running bullets and culling 
his faithful stound him—or perhaps 
offering sacrifices to his god—when on 
the evening of the second day the In. 
dians made their appearance. How

prepared for them and on their

‘They prepared and ye 
dinner, and thinking that it was not a 
desirable place to camp for the night, 
saddled their horses and started up the 
western bank. It would seem that 
Parker, who claimed to have been at 
one time a Texas Ranger, began to 
realize. the danger he was in, for just 
“Vefore Saddiiny the horses be remarked 
that that'would be a fine place for In. 
dians to attack them, but thought us 
they were well armed they could stand 
Hthem off, Poor man! Doubtless he 
j thought *Piute Jim” would not shoot 
first. 

Merriam took the lead up the rough 
trail, and be had not proceeded. far be. 
fore an incident occurred that doubt. 
less saved bis life-one of the; many 
incidents that we meet with in our 
daily life that often shapes the events 
of a lifetime, and although we feel 
that they are ordained by some unseen 
power, still we designate them ps luck. 
Unaccustoied to saddling a horse for 
s6 steep an ascent, his cinch worked 
back. and he stopped to fix and 
replace-liis saddle.

When Parker 
had reavhed within about 100 feet of 
the summit, the Indians fired from the 
bank above.

Pulling off his boots he attempre: 
swim the river, but the bani be 
abrupt and the current swilt, be couid 
not gain a footing, and the water bore 
him onwards and. still further from 
the foe. At last, after passing over an 
abrupt fall, be succeeded in floating 
under a shelving rock close to the 
waters edge, where he remained until 
darkness came on, and then floating 
down stream made the eastern bank, 
and: wrapping bis overshirtaround his 
feet started for camp, and about noon 
of the following day was picked up 
and brougnt to camp by some of the 
party who had previously warned the 
Chureb party. 

‘The day following, a party of men 
went up on the west side of” the river 
and through Round Valley to find and 
bury the unfortunate*men. They 
found the bodies only of Long and 
Erricson. ‘There were willow thotigs 
about the latter's neck, and every evi- 
dence of his having been drawn over 
the rocks, by way of torture, before 
life was extinct. What becdme of 
Parker, nothing was ever learned. 
Some surmised that he was only 
wounded, and that the Indians carried 
him off and tortured him by Durning. 
Perhaps “Piute Jim,” if questioned, 
could tell. 

Parker and Long were both married 
men. Long's wife went insane over 
her bereavement—a sad ending to a 
melancholy chapter.

The roads have been kept open up 
Wood River so far this winter, and 
the mails come and go regularly. 
There. are some men at work here 
along the river getting out ties for the 
railroad, and from all accounts the 
iron horse will be snorting up Wood 
River by the 1st of September next, 
and Ketchum will be the terminus for 
a year or so. 

A Philadelphia company bus built 
a fine furnace at Ketchum.

Eprror Trves: In looking over the 
weighty columns of the Inyo Inde- 
pendent of the 2ist instant, I find my 
name closely connected with a certain 
article regarding the proposed dona- 
tion of Camp Independence to Inyo 
and Mono counties for school pur-: 
poses. Least some of the many read- 
ers of the Independent have not read 
the article in question, we charge the 
same to do so immediately. I am cer- 
tainly proud to have my name con- 
nected with that of the Secrefary of 
War; but it was so, curiously and 
needlessly connected in last week's 
issue that I cannot forbear making & 
few remarks.” I believe, Lowever, 
that every man, especially a tax- 
paying man, has « right to his own 
opinion; and if perchance an editor 
consults that opinion, there are no 
laws, either of decency or good sense, 
that would prompt him to give a 
wrong impression to the public by 
misrepresenting the subject. But it 
is not my purpose, in this article to 
question the rights of people—espe- 
cially those of editor. I merely 
waut to correct the error and rectify 
some mistakes. To tell the truth, I 
am in doubt as to whether or no the 
article was written by the editor, since 
there are so very few editorials in that 
paper, the greater part of the sheet 
being devoted to “clippings”,¥from 
papers which have been read and re- 
real hours, and many times cays, 
before the “Inyo” goes toxprgss..

I 
have, at all.events, and can enumerate 
about eight children, and not more 
than twelve, who could attend such 
aninstitution. Could the tuitions of 
at least a score of students pay the 
salary of two or more professors? 
Ask the tixpayers if they are willing 
to help suppert such an institution. 
No! we are assured that we have the 
msjority on our side, and without a 
doubt Uie bil could be defeated if a 
plain statement of facts were to be 
presented to our Representative, the 
Hon. Pacheco. But I have no inten- 
tion of trying to prevent its passage, 
unless provoked thereto.

OWENS RIVER VALLEY 
‘occupies but a small space upon the 
map of California, yet its many busi. 
neas Interest are of such avaried 
wharacter that a descriptipn of them 
van be given in no small space: I will 
speak of it topographically, of its soi}, 
‘water privileges, timbet lands, agri- 
cultural: products, fruits, mills, trans 
portation, climate, society, etc. 

Owens Valley proper lies entirely 
in Inyo county. Tt is about ninety miles 
in length}.and being very narrow cone 
pared with its length, has but an 
average width of about cight miles; 
and lying at the eastern base of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains, extends 
northely from Owens Inke toa range 
of low hills some fifteen miles norih 
vf Bishop C 

Owens river, having its tise in the 
Sierras somo cighty miles to the north. 
west of the y ine » runs through fts 
entire length and einpties into Owens 
lake.

TOWNS AND SETTLEMENTS. 

A short distance worth of Owens 
Inke can be secon the Geauiiful town of 
Lone Pine, supported by u lourishing 
farming settlement. . % 

Then comes several ranches or iso. 
lated farms that dot the valley betw 
Lone Pine and George's Creek, an. 
‘other farming community. 

A few miles north of George's Cretk 
lies Independence. the present county 
seat of Inyo county. This town is 
also Mfpported by a ¢ firming set- 
Hetnent, and here can be fotind as fine 
homes.ns the he could wish—farm. 
-s surrounded by fruit and shade 
trees, broad and shady: lanes, broad 
fields of -grain, and vver-flowing 
streams of clear, cold water. A 

Some fifteen ‘miles north of Inde- 
pendence the valley narrows to a 
width oPabout three miles—caused by 
the encroachment of a dark, java foot- 
hill of the Sierra Nevadas—immedi- 
ately widening again as you proceed 
north. Here are also located some 
very valuable ranches. ‘ 

But a short distance north of this 
point appears the flourishing town of 
Big P' deriving its name from the 
large creck of that name that flows 
through the settlement. 


To the north of. Big Pine again 
comes asuccession of ranches until we 
reach Bishop Creck and its large sur- 
rounding settlement. Were the valley 
assumes [ts greatest breadth, and pre- 
sents to the eye the largest compact 
body of farming land in the. valley. 
Some fifteen miles northwest of the 
town of Bishop ‘Creek Owens river 
enters the valley through a deep, 
rocky canyon and running thence 
almost due east, passes to tit north of 
town at a distance of About four miles, 
and making a bend to the south, 
passes again about the sume distance 
to the east of town. This town and 
settlement is supplied prittcipally with 
water flowing from Bishop creek, the 
Jargest of the many créeks that enter 
the valley. 

Some fifteen miles northwest of the 
town of Bishop Creck can be seen 
another small but very fertile yalley, 
known as Round Valley, one of the 
many beautiful nooks with which the 
eastern foot-hills of the Sierras abound. 
This valley also lics in Inyo county, 
and embraces some twenty farms of 
160 acres each, and belongs properly

priated, water can be diverted from 
Owens river, and owing to the natural 
fall of the valley, much valuable land.

IRRIGATION. 

Doubtless many of your readers are 
unacquainted with the process of irr. 
gating farm lands, and a brief descrip- 
tion, and why it §s required, also the 
benefits: derived, muy be of interest: 

During the Winter season especially 

during the months of December, Jan- 
uary, amd: February, rains fall abun: 
dantiy;-occasionally intermingled with 
snow. The soil becomes thoroughly 
saturated, and by the Ist of March is 
in excellent condition for cultivation. 
Plowing then usually commences, and 
after the first crops—such as wheat, 
oats and Darl re sown and. har. 
rowed in, light furrows are run paral. 
lel to each other, at intervals of from 
ross the entire 
ch is con. 
Vater. past 
the upper portion of Ui and 
whet the proper time arriyes—usually 
when the grain reaches « beight of 
eight or ten incbes—the water 1s 
turned from the main ditch and 
allowed to flow through the furrows, 
thus spreading over the field and fore. 
ing a growth of grain often. superior 
to that grown by the natural fall of 
rain in {countries favored with that 
blessing. 

Corn, potatoes avid such Jolier pro- 
duce cultivated in drills or rows, are 
irrigated in much the same manner 
save that the rows or drills gre ised td 
convey the water. 

The process is very simple, Indian

Education of the young is attended 
toina marked degree. Every town 
and settlement supports a common 
school, and the-children—fed on beef 
and home produce, their brains and 
bodies ull aglow with good healthand 
vitality—learn rapidly, and eagerly ~ 
mark time to the resounding music of 
“Progress.” 

Nearly all the towns have one or 
two churches, ahd the word of God 
reaches our ears from other than pro- 
fane lips; and in lieu of the sound of 
the mule driver's whip, the sweet tones 
of thechurch organ salutes the ear. 
Who shall say that we, as a people,

Nor are the schools and churches 
the only sources of education, for 
whatever tends to mike the man or 
woman, both in mind and manners, .

ideas ‘and notions in.regard toreligion, 
Politics ad home-culture, stould cir- 
culate, and that we, by adopting many 
of them, become ‘ns Separate and-dis.

TUNNELS, 

There is no authority of law for a 
tunnel location 8000 by 1500 feet. A 
proper location is the width of the 
tunnel for 3000 feet. 

There is no provision of Jaw for 
patenting tunnel locations, but Jodes 
discovered in running a tunnel may 
be patented in like manner as other 
lodes, 

The ri is granted to tunnel own. 
ers to 1500 feet of each blind lode, not 
previously known to exist, which may 
be discovered in their tunnel. 

When a lode is struck or discovered 
for the first time in running a tunnel, 
the tunnel owners have the option of 
Aaiinla their claim of 1500 feet all 
on one side of the point of discovery 
or intersection, or partly on one side 
thereof and partly on the other. 

Prospecting for blind lodes is pro. 
hibited on the line of a located tunnel, 
while the tunnel is in progress, but 
other parties ure in no way  debarred 
from proxpecting for blind lodes or 


running tunnels so long as they keep 


without the line of such tunnel.

The above table does not indicate a 
very frigid condition. There have 
been only fourtimes when themercury 
was low as 10, twice low as 9, and 
once (January 13, 6 a. at.) low as 8 
degrees ubove zero; and that day at 7 
o'clock the temperature wagfil, and at 
9 o'clock 1814, but the wind blew some 
and wafted the natural warmth from 
those exposed. 

It is well known that if parts of our 
system not inured to the heat of the 
sun's rays, if exposed to them will 
soon be blistered. Likewise if, when 
not inured to the same, we are in 
atmosphere characterized by unusual 
Jack of heat—cold—detrimental results 
ensue. 

Hence, we have abundant proof that 
we are not afflicted with very cold 
weather, in the very fact that the sur- 
face of the thinly-clad limbs of that 
house-plant, short-dressed child were 
slightly frosted at an hour when the 
temperature was from 15 to 18 degrees 
above zero, while she, unsuspectingly, 
rode three miles to: the gallery where 
her “young idens are taught to shoot.”

LETTER FROM Be ‘PINE. 


Bio Pras, February 24. 

Eprror'Tnexs: To # transient ob. 
server times appear very dull in this 
town, but Jet the passers-by stop and 
engage in conversation with any of 
the business men of the place and they 
will find that more than one enterprise 
is on foot worthy of notice, and dis- 
closing the fact that drones hold no 
place in the business or social circles 
of the settlement. 

Work upon the Montezuma mine is 
being pushed forward and with very 
encouraging prospects- It would be 
needless for your correspondent to 
enter into a detailed description of the 
work upon the mine at present; that 
reductiofi works will soon be erected 
is a foregone conclusion, and that the 
mine will pay is an established fact. 

At Fish Springs some good ore has 
been struck in an old gold-bearing 
ledge, and the owners fecl very san- 
guine over their prospect. Several 
parties are at work in Waucoba Dis- 
trict, and a Mr. Saylor brought to town 
some fine samples of $700-ore a few 
days since. 4 

Very few ranchers are found idling” 
away their time—all are employed 
preparing for the coming spring 
work. 

The Big Pine water ditch is nearing 
its completion, and after one month's 
moré work upon it will be Ready to 
receive his water. This ditch was com- 
menced four years ago by an asso- 
ciated company of ranchers, who have 
devoted their spare time during the 
winter months towards its construc- 
tion. The dite takes its water from 
Owens river, some five miles north of 
the settlement, and will furnish the 
ranchers inthe soutbern part of the 
settlement with water. The ditch 
istwo fect in depth, six feet wide at 
the bottom and twelve feet at the top, 
with a fall of eighteen inches'to the 
mile. Several years ago it was thought 
by many that Big Pine creek had suf.

river for an additional supply. They 
deserve and no doubt will reap a rich 
reward for their enterprise,

ciate them without some years of prior 
training. Omita single detail in the 
bnsiness, leta link in the chain be 
broken, and your Work, is. lost. In 
other words, no human being! untised 
to this special work, can undertake 
the kiHing job of passing anything 
P through the United States Custom:, 
and askilled expert must Be hired. 
There isn story told of a bold and 
obstinate man, who, ignorant of the 
ways and methods of the Custom 
House, did once spend six months: in 
Wall street trying to passa damaged 
box of razors througlt the customs, 
regardless of the broker. He did 
succeed ut Jast, but then wasa haggard, 
broken down, and melancholy man, 
and if the sequel is to be believed, he 
- cut his throat with the only razor 
that had an edge left on it, and the 
verdict of the brokers was “Served 
him right.” The ham came, this 
single portion of an English sow, and 
with it’charges—Oh, such charges! 
There was postage, freight, Custom 
House fees and bonds, and an entry 
and cartage for shipping, so. that 
while it was at first. gratuitoas ham, 
its value was cnhi {to an amount 
*. something like thirty-five cents a 
-pound. The moral of all thia is, be 
satisfied weit Cincinnati hams.

We are frequently asked for our 
opinion of the mines of Owens river— 
not only by strangers passing through, 
but by correspondents at a distance— 
and efter devoting some time towards 
gaining the desired information, will 
now place before our readels the result 
of our observations and inquiries: 

If we were to base our judgment 
only upom what we see and hear upon 
the street we would fall far short of 
realizing the true facts in regard to 
our mines, for there is no excitement, 
no hurry or bustle, ‘no mounting in 
haste to rush out to some new find, no 
loud talk over the ownership of a rich 
mine, no shotgun arguments to assert 
the right todisputed ground.

AS Whatedu-lt.*? 


Various theories are afloat regard. 
ing the origin of a gigentic animal 
that has lately been seen by several of 
our prominent citizens in the foot- 
hills of the Sierras, a few miles west 
of town.

over a sandy desert, to*transport them 
Dy wagon, I thought if one-fourth of 
the lot would survive the rough trip, 
encountering some bad water, 1 
‘should be fortunate. However, I did 
better, and arrived home with 280, 
although 80 died subsequently, which 
Jeft me 250 healthy young carp for a 
starter. These were placed in two 
ponds, both covering about an acre. 
The ponds were rich in food, hay 
muddy and grassy bottoms, ‘To ma 
it doubly sure of their having sufficient 
food, I fed them (probably unne 
sarily) three times a week during 
summer, with a bucketful cach time 
of moistened bran and shorts, and 
sometimes inashed potatoes and various 
scraps, all well mixed,, made into 
balls and thrown promiscuously into 
the water. Nearly two months ago 
the ponds were drained and the carp 
were found to have attained = Jength 
of 15 to 18 inches. They had also in- 
éreased wonerfully—thousands of 
Young fish ranging from one to eight 
inches in, Jength; which proves con- 
olusively that carp spawn carly and 
date in the season. It also proves 
that, in good ponds, they spawn 
before they are a year old. They 
possess voracious appetites—will ‘eat 
almest anything a bog or horse will— 
which, coupled with the: fact that 
they do not devour their young, ac- 
counts, probably, for their rapid 
growth and great fecundity. 

Having done so well in this water, 
I increta my ponds, having now, 
eight, cach pond stocked with hun! 
dreds of carp. Have also disposed of 
several hundreds to diffgrent parties 
for stocking ponds—and all accom. 
plished within one year. 

Fish farming will surely pay. In 
the course of two or three years more 
fresh fish will constitute a .consider- 
able portion of our diet in this interior 
region, where, at present, .the finny

TROUT Vs CARP.

._ raise trout in preference to carp?” It 
would be ‘as: reasonable to ask the 
farmer why not raise the wild 
“mountain deer rather than hogs.

in avy pond, bog or nunning brook, 
near your house, thus being a con. 
Venient source fé profit afd pleasure 
by supplying a large amount of de- 
licious’ food. My ponds occupy 


springy, marshy ground from which 
nothing was ever realized; but now} 
having converted this swamp into fish 
ponds, it has hecome the most valuable 
and attractive portion of the farm— 
will soon become “redolent of morning 
fries and evening roasts.”

its inception. Brighanmr Young, a 
shrewd and fur-sceing man, knew that 
the day was not far off when a vigor. 
ous crusade would be made upon t 
Mormon Church, and be «adopted the 
resurrection game, to be put inte oper- 
ation ata time when the people shall 
need something in the shape of a mir- 
acle to firmly cement them together 
and'fight to maintain the principle of 
the faith. 

The man who made these statements 
is a Mormon, but not a poly: 
He is what is known as a Josephite, or 
a believer in the truce Mormon Church, 
founded by, Joseph Smith, and he de- 
mes, with all Josephites, that po 
amy was ever a part of-the Mofmon 
faith preached by Smith. He is ex: 
tensively engaged in business in Utah, 
and is regarded ns a man of sound 
judgment and veracity. While here 
he visited some of the Omaha Joseph. 
ltes, and it was to them that he made 
the revelations of the plan by which 
Brigham Young is to ercate the great- 
est sensation of modern times. He had 
many business dealings with Young, 
and was intimately acquainted with 
him. He asserts that with the com. 
plete organization and secret work- 
ings-of the church, it would be an 
easy matter to keep Brigham Young 
concealed for almost any length of 
time, and reproduce him when most 
needed to revive the faith of believers 
by his-dpparent resurrection. ‘That 
his resurrection would be taken as a 
matter of fact there is no doubt, and 
the superstitious people would follow 
the prophet’s banner with the zeal of 
fanatics, and shed ‘their blood in its 
defense. % 

The Josephite’s statement is to some 
extent confirmed by 3 retired army 
officer, who wag on the most friendly 
and intimate terms with Brigham 
Young. This officer, who viewed the 
alleged remains of Young, has, it is 
said, made the assertion that they did 
not bear the least resentblance to 
Brigham Young.—Ptoche Record.

They will refit the 
old Pioncer mill, in the old town of 
Kearsarge, for the purpose of working 
the tailings at the reservoirs of the 
Kearsarge mill. In pay for them, 
the enterprising workers bave con- 
tracted to sink a 59-foot shaft in the 
lower tunnel of the Keursarge mine.

United States mail, he must abide the 
consequences, should the delay ensue 
through misfortune or accident. 
Should the failure to commence suit 
be the resul; of the corrupt or dis. 
honest action of his attorney, the 
Interior Department cannot redress 
the rons, 

An adverse claimant should set 
forth in detail the facts upon which 
he bases his adverse claim. A state- 
ment in general terms, embodying 
conclusions of law, without statin; 
the facts specially, will not be consid. 
ered in evidence. 

An_ adverse claimant should show a 
compliance with the local laws in re. 
cording his claim and in regard to 
expenditures, and shal! file a copy of 
the original notice of his location, and 
show the nature or extent of the con- 
flict alleged. : 

An allegation of parties to a suit 
that they compose the company is suf- 
ficient, and they are not required to 
prove that they are the original loca. 
tors or the identical parties who pre. 
sented the adverse claim. 
AGRICULTURAL OR MINERAL LAND.

CROSS LODES. 

Revised Statutes. Section 2386: 

Where two or more Jedges cross or 
intersect each other, pridrity of title 
shal] govern, and such prior location 
shall be entitled to all ore or mineral 
contained within the space of inter. 
section; but the subsequent location 
shall have the right of way through 
the space of intersection for the pnr- 
pose of the convenient working of the 
mine. And where two or more veins 
unite, the oldest or prior location shall 
take the vein below the point of union, 
including all the space of intersection. 

TUNNELS. 
There is no authority of law for a 
tunnel location 3000 by 1500 feet. A 
proper location is the width of the 
tunnel] for 3000 feet. 

There is no provision of law for 
patenting tunnel locations, but lodes 
discovered in running a tunnel may 
be patented in like munner xs other 
lodes. 

The right is granted to tunnel own- 
ers to 1500 feet of each blind lode, not 
previously: known to exist, which may 
be discovered in their tunnel]. 

When a lode is struck or discovered 
for the first time in running a tunnel, 
the tunnel owners have the option of 
recording their claim of 1500 feet all 
on one side of the point of discovery 
or intersection, or partly on one side 
thereof dnd partly on the other. 

Prospecting for blind lodes is pro- 
hibited on the line of a located tunnel, 
while-the tunnel is in progress, but 
other parties are inno way debarred 
from prospecting for blind lodes or 
running tunnels so Jog as aliey keep 
without the line of such tunn, 


LAW OF NEWSPAPERS, 


1, Any one who. takes the paper 
Tegularly from the postoffice, whether 
directed to his name or another's, 
whether be has subscribed or not, is 
responsible for the payment. 

2. Subscribers whodo- not give ex- 
Press notice to the contrary, are con- 
sidered as wishing to continue their 
subscription. 

8. If uny subscriber order the dis- 
continuance of his pxper, the pub- 
lisher may continue to send them un. 
til all arrearages are paid. 

4. If subscribers neglect or refuse 
to take their newspapers from the 
office to which they are’ directed, the 
law holds them responsible until they 
have settled their bills and ordered 
them discontinued. 

5. It subscribers move to other 
pace without informing the pub- 
isher, and the newspapers are sent to 
the former direction, they are held 
responsible. 

6. The courts have decided that re- 
fusing to take a paper from the 
office, or removing and leaving it un- 
called for, is prima facie evidence of 
intentional fraud. 

7. The Postmaster who neglects to 
give the legal notice of the neglect of 
& person to take from the office the 
newspapers addressed to him, is liable 
to the publisher for the subscription 
price. :

MOUSEROLD HINTS. 


AN Excennent Varnisu.—Two 
parts of .turpentine to one part of 
boiled linseed oil. Mix and’ rub on 
furniture with a soft cloth, polishing 
dry with another. Cheap and reliable. 

Tea Cake.—One quart of flour, one 
heaping cup of sugar, four eggs, 
butter the size of a hen’s egg, one 
tablespoonful of yeast powder. Season 
tu taste.

Iam Pre.—Pick tho ham into small, 
fine pieces, boil a cup of rice, beat up 
two eggs and stir with the ham and 
rice; season with pepper, salt - and 
onions; put it into a deep pan, and 
bake in @ moderate oven. 


GripvLe Caxes.—One pint of sifted 
white flour, three teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder, a half-teaspoonful of salt; 
mix with two-thirds of a quart of milk 
and water; stir in one egg and one 
tablespoonful of molasses. Bake ona 
very hot griddle.

butter is excellent for tarts. It is 
made as follows: One pound of pul- 
verized sugar, whites of six eggs and 
yolks of two, three lemons, including. 
grated rind and juice; cook ten 
minutes over a slow fire, stirring all 
the while. 

Baked Pumpxins.—Slice a quarter 
of an inch thick, peel and lay a layer 
in a baking pan, then a layer of sugar 
with a sprinkle of ground cinnamon 
and a piece of butter; repeat till the 
pan is full; let the top be well covered 
with sugar; bake in a moderate oven 
until the sugar becomes like a thick 
syrup. 

Frrep Cnicxen.--After neatly dress. 
ing and carving in pieces of proper 
size, parboi) a half hour or longer, 
until tender; take outwith a fork and 
place in a frying-pan of melted butter; 
fry brown by frequent turning to keep 
from burning. A nice gravy is made 
by pouring the broth in which it was 
boiled into the frying-pan, ‘With a 
thickening of flour and any seasoning 
preferred. Curled parsley, arranged 
asa garnish, adds to the general effect.

When 1 lode is struck er discovered, 
for the first time in-running a.tunnel, 
the tunnel owners have the option of 
recording their claim of 1500 feet all 
on one side of the point of discovery 
or intersection, or partly on one side 
thereof-and partly on the other.

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WHAT BECOMES OF LAW-MAKERS 


During the first forty-five Congresses 
all but 142 out of the 5387 members 
‘were born in the United States—New 
York having 705, Pennsylvania 598, 
Virginia 535, Massachusetts 439, and 
Connecticut 840. Most of our foreign- 
born statesmen have come from Ire- 
land. England, Scotland and Germuny 
have followed in about equal propor- 
tion. There have been two who were 
born in Buvariu, two from Bermuda, 
five from 
Ejigland, ‘five from France, twelve 
from Germany, fifty-two from Irelarid, 
one from Maderia, one from Nether- 
Jands, one from New Brunswick, one 
from Nova Scotia, twenty-one from 
Scotland, two from Switzerland, four 
from Wales, and four from the West 
Indies. Out of that long list there 
have. been some 2000—considerably 
Jess than half—who received a class- 
ical, collegiate, or liberal’ education. 
It has been the enstom, more observed 
in the Eastern States than inthe West, 
tosend their representatives to Con- 
gress for long-continued periods. 

The occupations of Congressmen 
embrace nearly every branch of mod- 
ern industry and the professions. Yet 
there have been representatives of 
some occupations with whom the new- 


comers will hardly think it an honor 


to be classed. “Among them may be 
mentioned one prize fighter, one mur- 
derer, and one barber. 

From the colonial days to the pres- 
ent it has happened that several gen- 
erations of the samé family bave 
served in one or both branches af Con- 
gress. The most notable among these 
ure the Adainses, Bayards, , Breckin- 
ridges, Harrisons, Chandlers, Stock- 
tons, Frelinghuysens, and Heisters. 

A complete record of the number of 
Congressmen who have been engaged 
in duels has never been kept; but the 
number who: have died in affairs of 
honor is pretty well known. 

Alexander Hamilton, Secretary of 
the Treasury under Washington, 
leader of the Federalist party, and a 
leading spirit in the formation Of tho 
Constitution, was mortally wounded 
by Aaron Burr, at Hoboken, July 3, 
1804, 

Richard Spsight, of North Carolina, 
was the first to die in a ducl. He 
served in the Constitutional Congress, 
and sat in the convention. which 
framed the, Constitution. He was 
killed by his successor in Congress, 
John Stanley. The latter was tried, 
and sentenced to imprisonment; but 
‘was pardoned by Governor Williams, 
of North Carolina, ina year. Stanley 
was subsequently elected to Congress. 

Thomas K. Harris; of Tennessee, 
died in 1816 from wounds received in 
8 duel with Colonel Simpson. 

Spencer Pettis was kille® in a ducl 
fought with Major Thomas Biddle; at 
St. Louis, August 26, 1831. The dnel 
arose out of a quarrel over the Urited 
States Bank, the president of which, 
Nicholas Biddle, was the brother of 
the challenger. 

Armstead T. Mason, ex-Senator from 
Virginia, fell in a. duel fougtit- near. 
Washington city with John McCarty, 
his brother-in-law, in, 1819, 

Joseph Pierson, of North Carolina, 
died from « duel fought in 1843, with 
John Jackson. 

Jonathan Cilley, of Maine, died 
from.a shot received in a duel fought 
February 28, 1838, fired by William J. 
Graves, of Kentucky. Graves was 
subsequently elected to Congress. 

Geo. A. Waggeman, United States 
Senator from Louisiana, lost bis life 
in a duel near New Orleans, March 23, 
1843. 

George Poindexter, Representative 
from Mississippi, fought a duel with 
&@ merchant and killed him, about 
1835, * 

There have been many duels which 
were bloodless. Among them the fo 
Jowing are the most notable: 

These between Henry Clay and 
Humphrey Marshall,’ and between 
€lay and Jobn Randolph, of Virginia,

James Blair, a Representative from 
South Carolina, blew out his brains at 
a boarding-house on Capitol Hill, 
Apuil 1, 1834. 

Felix McConnell, a member from 
Alabama, committed suicide in a fit of 
delirium; at, the St. Charles Hotel, 
Washington, by stabbing himself and 
then cutting-his throat, September 10, 
1846. 

Representative James Ashmore, of 
South Carolina, blew out his brains, at 
Sardis, Miss., December 6, 1861. 

Elijah Hise, Representative in the 
Fortieth Congress, committed suicide 
at Russellville, Ky., May 8, 1876. 

John White, Representative from 
Kentucky, committed suicide at Rich- 
mond, Ky., September 27, 1845. 

Jumes G; Wilson, United States 
Senator from New Jersey. threw him. 
self from his house ina fit of delirium 
in 1832, and was killed. 

William Ramsey’ Representative 
from Pennsylvania, committed suicide 
at Barnum'’s hotel, in Baltimore, by 
shooting himself through the eye with 
A pistol, about 1840. 

Join Ewing, of Indiana, was found 
dead in his room at Vincennes in 1839, 
and on his table the following epi 

“Here les a man who loved his friends, 

Tis God, his country, and Vincennes.” 

Representative Alfred H. White. of 
Ohio, committed suicide by taking 
poison on the grave of his two children, 
at Columbus, Augnst 1, 1865. He 
was charged with improper acts in 
connection with cotton speculations, 

James Henry Lane, United States 
Senator from Kansas, committed 
suicide at Fort Leavenworth. about 
1866." 

James 8. Johnson, Representative 
from Kentucky, committed suicide 
while suffering from ill health, at 
Owensboro, Ky., February 12, 1873, 

Anumber of Congressmen and ex- 
Con-gressman have met with accidental 
deaths. 

Clement §. Vallandigham died from 
the accidental discharge of a pistol in 
1870, while arguinge a murder-case at 
Lebanon, O. 

Robert Young, United States Sena- 
tor from Indiana was killed by a 
railroad train while walking on the 
track, at Indanapolis, November 14, 
1855. 

Abraham B. Venable, United States 
Senator from Virginia, perished in the 
burning of the Richmond theater, Dec. 
21. 1811. 

James Martin, Representative from 
South Carolina, was drowned on the 
passage frome New Orleans to Gal- 
veston, November 15, 1857. He was 
the founder of the Soatbern Quarterly 
Review. 

Josiah Stoddard Johnson, Senator 
from Louisiaua, died March 19, 1843, 
‘from the effect of xn explosion of gun- 
powder on a steam packet ‘on the Red 
River. 

Charles J. Julian, Senator from 
Delaware, died October 17, 1862, from 
injuries received while experimenting 
with a rifiecannon which he had 
invented. 

Thare have been members of Con- 
gress who have killed men not on the 
fieldof bono! 

Henry Danicls, from Virginia, shot 
his brother-in-law, at Mt. Sterling, 
Ky., in i845, asthe result of a quarrel. 

Daniel Sickles Killed Philip Bar- 
ton Key, Feb. 28, 1859, at Washinton. 

Richard’ Weightman, a Delegate 
from New Mexico, in the Thirty. 
second Congress, killed a Santa Fe 
trader with the same knife with which 
he cut a cadetcomrade at West-Point 
—an act tor which he was expelled 
from West Point. 

Charles F. Mitchell, of New York, 
was convicted of forgery in 1842, and 
sent to Sing Sing, but was-pardoned a 
year later, 

Jacob Barker, oncea great financier, 
was indicted in New York for con- 
spiracy to defraud; removed to New 
Orleans, and was elected to the United 
States Senate—but was not admitted to 
his seat. ; 


Leonard Jarvis,member from Maine, | Richard Potter, Representative from 


North Carolina, was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment in 1831 for 
an assault on twomale relatives of his 
wife; and then removed to Texas, 
where he was killed in @ private 
quarrel. 

‘The assault of Brooks, of South 
Carolina, upon Charles Sumner, is 
historical. 

General Houston, of Tennessee, was 
reprimanded before the bar of the 
House for having waylaid and knocked 
down -with a bludgeon’ William 
Stanbury, a Representative from Ohio, 
in, the. Thirty.second Congress, on, 
account of words spoken in debate. 

Thomas D Reynolds, a Representa- 
tive from Tennessee, in the Twenty. 
second Congress, was assaulted in the 
Capitol, May 14, 1882, by Morgan A. 
Heard, who fired a loaded horse pistol 
at him, the ball grazing his arm, ‘and 
then struck bim with a bludgeon.

REMINISCENCES OF 1854. 


Wash. Brierley has shown us an 
engraving of the execution of Rafael 
Escobar, a member of Joaquin’s noto. 
rious band. Accompanying the pic. 
ture is the following description of the 
causes which led‘to the execution. 
The hanging took place at Jackson, 
Amador county, Cal., in the summer 
of 1854. The faces of several well- 
known residents of this county appear 
in the engraving: 

“On the.night of the 6th of August 
& party of Mexicans, with one or two 
Americans (called so hy name), entered 
the Rancheria Hotel, in the village of 
Rancheria, and. commenced. shooting. 
down ‘the inmates indiscriminately, 
without regard to age or sex, and suc. 
ceeded in killing five men, the: land. 
Jady;.one'Indian, and wounding two 
other Americans, one of which was 

_ the landlord, who saved his life by 
escaping from the house; the other 
saved his by falling down and feign. 
ing to be dead. Arter rifling the 

~ pockets of. the dead and dying, they 
‘proceeded to break open a safe, out of 

+ swhich it is supposed they got $10,000 
in coin. The excitement throughout 
the country ran almost to an alarming 
extent. The citizens armed themselves 
and turned out almost toa man, expect. 
ing to have a regular pitched battle 
at the village of Sutter, but when the 
Undaunted Americans arrived near the 
field of battle, the Mexicans fled like 
80 many quails before a swift-pinioned 
bewk, but being unable to elude their 
Vigilance, a large number of theni 
were captured, out of which three 
were found guilty and sutlered the 
penalty of coath on a tree near the 
villuge where the atrocious deed was 
committed, the following day, under 
the sentence of Judge Lynch. A few 
days after, the brave and much 
esteemed Sheriff of said county—Mr. 
Phoenix—and h's deputies,witb Sheriff, 
Clarke, of Calaveras county, and oth- 
ers, wet in pursuit of a party of these 
desperadoes, overhauling them at Sul- 
vado, a small Mexican village near 
- Chinese Camp, Tuolumne county, and 
there, while sitting in a house, were 
surprised by the Mexican party riding 
up. Both parties mutually recognized. 
each other, and a fight immediately 
ensied, in which: the much-lamented 
Phoenix feli a corpse, in the exerciss 
of his duty, by the discharge of a pistol 
in the hands of a Mexican, who then 
fied. Several shots were fired after 
him, but it is not known whether they 
hhad their ‘desired etfect. One Mexican 
‘took refuge in a house, which, being 
set on fire, he rushed out with a six. 
shooter in each hand and commenced 
firing at random in the direction of the 
enemy until his shots were all dis. 
charged. In the meantime several 
holes were shot through him by the 
american party, but be did not fall 
‘until be was struck down with an are. 
Escobar was captured in the town of 
Columbia, Tuolumne, county, while 
asleep, and taken to Jackson, by Officer 
Durham, for trial; but on his arrival 
the prisoner was taken charge of by 

>. the people and hung, making the tenth 
execution on the samé tree.”

Last Wednesday nu ar Fred.

main road. Curiosity prompted Mr.

After assuri If that the man 
was quite dead, he drove to Robert 
Love's ranch and notified several per- 
sons there, and then came on to town, 
where the proper authorities were 
duly notified and 2 party, including 
the Deputy Coroner, immediately 
started for the wierd scene.

Deceased, had been stopping with 
his brother at Round Valley for some 
time past, where he had just recovered 
from a severe sick spell, and was on 
his way home. He was taking with 
him about 200 head of horses, and 
should have stopped at Love's ranch 
that night, where his.horses were cor- 
ralled. He was somewhat intoxicated 
when he left town at about ¥ e'cleck 
in the evening, and it is presumed he 
did not know where he was going or 
that he had passed the ranch, but 
drove blindly on until he reached this 
ditch, which rans parallel with the 
road and is-about five feet wide and 
four feet deep. Here the road Is 
badly cut up, and it is supposed that 
in his endeavors to get out of the roud 
he got too near the ditch, and his 
wagon slipped in sidew: upsetting 
und throwing one of the horses into the 
ditch. This drew the other horse in, 
when, in their struggles, they became 
entangled in the harness and were 
drowned. Mr. Olds was either thrown 
forward out of the wagon or was 
thrown out apon the bank and jumped 
in to save hiy horses, where he 
soon

Calico Mining District, 


in the 


A gentleman who has visited Calico 
District gives the Santa Ana Standard 


the following account of the place: 


“The road is good all the w 
the exception of some two mil 
this side of Calico, these two miles 
being rocky and sandy. The water 
for the town of Calico and the mines 
is obtained from a well about two 
miles distant, on a ftat, is hauled in on 
wagons, and sclls for five cents per 
gallon. The town of Calico lavs ona 
bench of the mountain, about 250 
yards beyond the noted Silver King 
mine. Like most mining towns there 
is only one street through it at present. 
There are fiftcen frame buildings in 
the town. There.are three ealoons, 
two stores, two'ecating and lodging 
‘houses, and a hay-yard to accommo- 
date animals. “There are eight fami. 
lies, and the Jumber is on the ground 
for a-schoolhouse.* Miller & Curry 
have the lumber on the ground also 
for a butcher shop.. The mines have 
their own blacksmith shops.and black- 
smiths, and outside of their work is 
very little to be done. There is no 
sign of a mill there ut present, all 
scemingly waiting fot the completion 
of the railroad, the nearest point to 
whicli trom Catico, wher/it is finished, 
will be alyout five miles. The resi- 
dents there were anxiously looking for 
it, and expecting it to reach there 
within sixty da It is said they are 
building at the rate of one mile a day. 
The Silver King and Oriental are the 
two principal mines in the district, 
working about fiftcen meu each. The 
Silver King is hauling ore about 
forty-five miles to the OroGrande mill, 


is! on the Mojave river. and it is being 


worked successfully. The King is 
down about 125 feet, by vertical shaft. 
They are also working. it by tunnel. 
There is a drift of about sixty feet in 
rood ore. The Oriental isdown about 
y feet and also in good ore. They 
are piling their ore on the dump. The 
ore is of a chloride character, in burnt 
ptr quartz. The Silver King i 
owned by parties in San Bernardino; 
the Oricntal by San Francisco men— 
Messrs. Earl & Gurnett. From tbe 
character of the ore and the country 
generally, our informant says he did 
not see anything very encouraging in 
the Calico country at present. What 
further development may do he is not 
prepared to say. There are some 300 
locations in this district, and some 50 
people altogether, He says the three 
days he was at Calico the wind blew 
worse than any ‘Santana’ we have 
ever had. They obtain their wood 
supply from the Mojave river, it being 
| cottonwood, and is hauled about nine 
miles to Calico, where it sells for $9 
per cord. Miners’ wages are $4 per 
day, and board $9 per week. They 
| receive their mail by a sulky, via.San 
Bernardino to Fish Pond. The Water- 
man mine is situated about nine miles 
from Calfcd, south and up the river: 
They are down about 140 feet, and 
have a drift from the sixty-foot level 
| of about fifty feet, said to be in good 
ore. There is also a drift from the 
100-foot level of 100 feet, in good ore. 
Their mil) (& ten-stamp) is distant 


about four miles. They are working 
about fifirty-five men in the mill and 
mine. The Curry brothers have a mine 
about two miles from the Mojave 
river, about seven miles from Calico. 
The vein ix cut by n tunnel at a depth 
of eighty feet. and they claim thirty. 
three feet in width of a veist which 
assays $160. It has a good reputation. 
‘There is no grass or vegetation for 


animals. Everything ishauled in, but |. 


nevertheless charges are moderate, 
being fifty cents per animal per night, 
and fifty cents for meals. Freight 
from San Bernardino to Calico is one 
and a quartercents per pound.”

Mack Twain hos written of Mr. 
‘Beecher’s old farm on the Hudson river 
asfotlows: Mr. Beccher’s farm consists 
of thirty-six acres’ and is.carricd oa on 
strictly scientitic principles: He never 
puts in any part of a crop without con. 
sniting his book. He plows, digs, 
mows, reaps and sows according to the 
best wuthorities, and the authorities 
cost more than the other farming 
implements do. As soonas the library 
is complete the farm will begin to 
profitable investment. But bock farm 
ing basi's drawbacks. Upon one ocea- 
sion when it seemed morally certain 
‘hat the bay ought to be cut, the hay 
book could not be found, and when it 
was found it was too late and the hay. 
all spoiled. Mr. Beecher raises some 
of the finest crops of wheat inthe coun- 
‘try but the unfavorable difierence be- 
tween the cost of producing it und the 
market value af.er it is produced has 
interfered considerably » ith'its success 
asa commercial enterprise His spe- 
cial .weakness is Logs, however. He 
considers hogs the best gumea farm 
produces. He buys. the original pig 
for $150, feeds it $40 worth of corn 
and then sells st for about $9. This is 
the only crop that he makes any money 
on. He Jooses on the corn but he 
makes $7 50 on the hog. He does 
not mind this bedause he never expect. 
ed to make anything onthecorn. And 
anyway -it turns out, he has the ex. 
citement of raising the hog, whether 
be gets the worth of it or not. His 
strawberries would be a comfortable 
success if the robins would only eat 
turnips, but they wont, and heuce the 
difficulty. 

One of Mr. Beecher's most harassing 
difficultics in his farming operations 
comes of the close resemblance of dif. 
ferent sorts of seeds ard plants to cach 
‘other, Two years agu his far-sighted. 
ness warned him that there was going 
to be a scarcity in watermelons, and 
he therefore put in a crop of twenty- 
seven acres of that fruit. But when 
they came up turned out to be pump- 
King, anda d:ad loss was the conse. 
quetce. Sometimes a portion of his 
crop goea into the ground the most 
Promising sweet potatoes. and comes 
up the infernalest carrots—though I 
have never heard him express it in 
just that way. When he bought his 
ind one egg in every ben's 
nest on the place, He sald there was 
Just the reason so many farmers failed; 
they scattered their forces too much; 
concentration was the idea. So he 
gathered those eggs togeather and put 
them all under an experienced old hen. 
That hen roosted over that contract 


the anxirus personal supervision of 
Mr. Beecher himself, but she could 
not phase those eggs. Why? Because 
they were thoseinfamous things, used 
by ingenous and fraudulent farmers 
for nest eggs. But perhaps Mr. Beech. 
er’s. most disastrous experience was 
when he tried. to raise an immense

worth, but not one of them sprouted. 
He has never been able to understand 
tothis day what was the matter: with 
those apples.

A fresh 
claim is good enough fora fresh ten- 
derfort, but old-timers won't look at 
anything but a pickled claim. You 
know what qaartz is, probably?” 

“No.” 

“Well, every claim has quartz. 
Some more and some Jess. You find 
cout how many quartz there are, and 
then put in e0 many pounds of salt to 
the quart. Wild cat claims require 
ore salt, because the wild cat spoils 
quicker than anything else.

There are a number of theories for 
the origin of the sigivof the American 
dollar. Oue isthat itis a combination 
of U.8.,the initials for the United

ILS., the mark of the Russian unit, 
while the fourth is that it is a combi- 
nation of P. and S., from the Spanish 
peso duro, which signifies “hard dollar.” 
in Spanish accounts peso is contracted 
by writing tne S over the P.and placing 
itafterthe sum, But the best origin 
of the sign is offered by the editor of 
the London Waitehall Review, who 
once propounded the question at a 
dinner party in that city, at which the 
American Consul was present. As no 
one could tell, the editor gave the fol- 
lowing explanation: “It is taken from 
the Spanish dollar, and the sign is to 
be found, of course, in the associations 
of the Spanish dollar... On the reverse 
of the coin is a representation of the 
pillars of Hercules, and round exch 
pillar is a scroll, with inscription Plus 
Ultra. This device in course of time 
has degenerated into the sign which 
stands ut-present for the American . as 
Spanish dollar—$. The serol] around 
the pillars represents the two serpents 
sent by Juno to destroy Hercules in 
Grantsville Bonanza.

This district is situated ten miles 
west of Benton and will soon become 
one of the best camps on the Ceas’, if 
the present favorable indications con. 
titue. A reliable gentlemin informs 
this pencil that 102 mining claims and 
21 millsites have already been located, 
and miners are docking there daily.

ing. This dwarf, when there is any 
danger in the mine, such asa cave, 
goes up the ladders, lifting himself by 
his arms, with his legs hanging free. 
As he passes each rung he stamps or 
Kicks’it out of the side pieces, so that 
the men, when they attempt to fly, find 
all means of climbing out of the mine 
isdestroyed. In the very old mines, 
which were worked by the Indians, 
there were no ladders, but in their 
Place, trunks of trees in which notches 
had been cut, and the Indias climbed 
by inserting the big toe inthe notches.
